2005 Wisconsin Act 171 prohibits local government zoning entities from conditioning or
withholding approval of a permit requested by a property owner, based upon the property owner
entering into, discontinuing, modifying, extending, or renewing a contract with a third party (for
example, an outdoor advertising company), under which the third party is engaging in a lawful use of

the property.
Effective Date: The Act takes effect on April 5, 2006.
